Slow-Downs Are Denounced 


By ClO and AFL Leadership 


WASHINGTON, March 26.—(/) 
Slow-downs were denounced by 
the leadership of both the CIO 
and AFL today and the machinery 
of the War Labor Board swung 
into action to eliminate that form 
of obstacle to production. 

With the approval of a CIO 
union, William E. Baldwin, a spe- 
clal investigator for the labor 
board, recommended that four CIO 
stewards employed by the Cleve- 
land plant of the Aluminum Com- 
pany of America be discharged 
for instigating a slow-down:in the 
plant. 

Meanwhile, on Capt!tol Hill, de- 
mands continued to be heard for 
new labor legislation. Senator 
Pepper, Democrat, Florida, urged 
the abolition, for the duration of 
the war, of all legal restrictions 
on the hours of labor. In a sen- 
ate speech he urged the establish- 
ment of a tribunal empowered to 
fix working hours, wages, salaries, 
profits, prices and bonuses. 

Action Pledged. 

Under his plan, congress also 
would outlaw the payment of ini- 
tiation fees to any organization as 
a condition to obtaining employ- 
ment in war production, 

Presidents William Green, of 
the AFL, and Philip Murray, of 
the CIO, pledged action against 
any slowdown they appeared 
before the House Naval Commit- 
tee to oppose the pending Smith 
bill, which would outlaw the 
closed shop for the duration of 
the war, and suspend the law re- 
quiring time and half pay for 
work in excess of 40 hours weekly. 

In response to questions, Green 
characterized slowdowns as “rep- 
rehensible” and said if any such 
instance is brought to his atten- 
tion “I won't tolerate it for a min-

When Representative Anderson, 
Republican, California, said he was 
informed there had been slow- 
downs in west coast shipyards, 
Murray pledged that “if there is a 
slowdown in any plant over which 
I have jurisdiction, it will be im- 
mediately stopped.’ 

Senate Criticized. 

On the house floor, Representa- 
tive Smith, Democrat, Virginia, 
author of the bill to which Green 
and Murray objected, criticized the 
senate for failure to act on pend- 
ing anti-strike legislation. 

“It appears that the senate pro- 


poses to investigate the causes of 


the tremendous upsurge of public 
sentiment against the continuation 
of union labor abuses,” Smith said. 

“It seems passing strange that 
John Q. Public should be investi- 
gated because he writes to his 
congressman. 

“John Q. Public thinks it would 
be more appropriate if the senate 
would investigate why the anti- 
strike bill, that the house passed 
by a vote of two to one on De- 
cember 3, has not been acted upon 
by the senate.”

Pace Fight 
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Sweden’s Only Hope 

If the Swedish government has studied the 
pattern of German actions in the past few 
years, it is extremely unintelligent if it has not 
worked out plans in conjunction with United 
Nations staffs for counter-action against any 
Nazi. biow. 

While Sweden has a highly-mobile, well- 
trained army and an efficient though small 
navy, that country could hope for little more 
than a delaying resistance should Hitler feel it 
desirable to strike. 

The only conceivable hope Sweden would 
have for prolonged resistance would be the 
launching of a counter-stroke in concert with 
the “United Nations aimed at conquest of at 
least a corridor across Norway through which 


reinforcements and supplies could be poured. 
This presupposes a willingness of the United 


Nations to gamble troops and equipment in the 
hope of saving Sweden, freeing Norway and 
opening up an opportunity to strike against 
Finland and open a land corridor across the 
north countries to Russia. This counter-offen- 
sive would envisage a Swedish land attack 
westward across Norway, coinciding with a 
British landing assault designed to complete a 
juncture of the forces and the cleaning out of 
all or at-least part of Norway for subsequent 
action. At the same time Russia could be 
hammering the Finnish anchor of the Russo- 
German battlefield in an effort to link the 
three anti-Axis forces. 

That Hitler may be preparing against just 
such a plan is implicit in the basing of fleet 
units at Trondheim, which is the most feasible 
route for British invasion troops. Narvik would 
be a possible point of attack, but would mean 
long supply lines within range of German ships 
and planes based on middle Norwegian bases. 
Facilities for transportation eastward and 
southward are meager from this far northern 
port. 

Perhaps the existence of such plans are too 
much to hope for, yet we can only pray that 
somewhere and sometime a threatened nation 
will read the history of the past few years and 
act in the light of reason and common sense.

Coal Prospects 

While it may seem a trifle incongruous to 
be talking of coal purchases at a time when 
furnaces are being cleaned out for the summer, 
Atlantans will do well to now consider seriously 
their coal needs for next winter and plan to 
purchase their supplies during the spring 
months.

No War Debts This Time 


There will, apparently, be no “war debts”. 


between the Allied Nations after this war. Thus 
demogogic politicians will be deprived of that 
Silly oratorical weapon with which they caused 
so much international distrust in the years 
following the first World War. 

British and American finances are already 
so “pooled’’ and merged for the prosecution of 
the war, it will be utterly impossible to untangle 
them after the war is over. It appears as 
inevitable there will have to be a merging of 
the economies of the Allied Nations after the 
war is over, just as there is a merging of their 
economies during the war, 

American war material is sent anywhere in 
the world where it is needed, for our own forces 
or to strengthen our allies. That is America’s 
chief role in the war, so far. To be the arsenal, 
to furnish the machines with which the Allied 
troops can fight. It is, in fact, doubtful if there 
will ever be need of a really large American 
expeditionary force. Russia and China, for 
instance, have more than 10,000,000 good fight- 
ing men available, if they can be properly 
equipped. It is the American job to equip them. 

And, of course, the material that America 
ships, the guns and tanks and airplanes, are not 
paid for in cash. That would be impossible. 

On the other side of the picture, the Ameri- 
can troops in Ireland are paid with pound 
Sterling furnished by the British. Canada is 
supplying arms and supplies to Britain valued 
at $1,000,000,000 or more. Yet there is no ques- 
tion of British payment to the Dominion. It 
was recently said during debate in the Canadian 
parliament “under a capitalistic economy we 
dare not allow our best customer to get into 
debt.” 

The same rule applies to United States 
supplies going to Britain. 

The so-called war debts following the earlier 
war were, in actual fact, not “war debts” at all. 
They were merely the result of a futile attempt 
to “keep books” among America and the Allies. 
They caused only confusion and misunderstand- 
ing. They could not be paid, because to do so 
would have worked havoc with the economy of 
the creditor nation; the United States, and 
would have been highly advantageous to the 
business interests of the debtor nations. 

It is fortunate the same mistake will not be

This six-point farm program was begun in 
Walton in 1940 and, since the inauguration of 
the plan, Editor Camp has issued five special 
éditions of his paper, giving information on the 
project.

1—Livestock; 2—Fruits and vegetables;

6—Feed crops. A health program in the set-up 
might well be called the seventh point.

WASTE NO WASTE!

“The Axis crashed in a deluge of pop bottle 
tops, chicken bones, rusty pen points and out-at- 
the-heels socks.” You will never read that in a 
headline or history text, but figuratively speak- 
ing it can and may happen. 

With most of us in this country just beginning 
to stir our stumps for victory, we can learn a 
very profitable lesson in the big importance of 
little things in winning a war. Best of all, here 
is something everybody can do and it is going 
to take every man Jack and all his sisters, broth- 
ers, cousins and children to do the job. 

Every British home now has four cans for 
four types of waste needed to dull the Axis blade, 
One can is for paper and rags, another for bones, 
the third for metal and the fourth for garbage. 
If every American home had four such cans and 
filled. them as quickly as possible, we should 
make a much better showing in that regard than 
Britain, and here is what Britain showed: 


The salvage of waste paper alone saved 25,000 
tons of shipping space which could be used for 
more vital materials. The London Passenger 
Transport Board reduced the thickness of tickets 
by only .004 of an inch, thereby saving 480 tons 
of paper annually, and that paper is needed for 
cartridge wads. 

Most important, enough scrap metal—old 
skillets, sardine tins, razor blades, toothpaste 
tubes—rolled from those cans, junk heaps and 
city dumps to build 10 destroyers, 10,000 tanks 
and 10,000 antiaircraft guns. 

Americans must join the junk drive. All com- 
munities by now should have organizations and 
resources to handle this job. Boy Scouts, schools, 
Sunday school classes and clubs are collecting 
refuse, but they can’t collect it if you do not save 
it for them. ‘Remember Pearl Harbor” and 
“Mash ‘Em MacArthur” may bring you up with 
your fists clinched tighter than “Waste No 
Waste,” but the latter packs a potential wallop.

Now it claims to 
have a value of $20,000,000, all based on gov- 
ernment contracts. 

The government put up practically all the 
money for plant facilities. Some $3,347,000 
was provided by the Defense Plant Corporation 
for this purpose Machines which cost the 
company, an Ohio concern, only $272.63 to 
make were sold to the Navy for about $600. 

Last year the company distributed approxi- 

mately $900,000 in bonuses to employes—nine 
times .its later capitalization of $100,000. All of this government

SOME EXAMPLES Here are examples of the way the bonus 
money was distributed: 

A secretary to the president of the company, who had been 
gtting less than $5,000 a year before the war contracts started last 
year, was boosted to $39,356, counting bonuses. Already this year 
the girl secretary, Adeline Bowman. has received bonus payments 
which, if continued, would run her salary near the $100,000 mark 
for 1942, 

A company comptroller, D. W. Lake, who started out with the 
firm In 1940 at $2,400 annually, received total compensation last 
year in salary and bonus amounting to $25,153, 

Another comptroller for the company, Harry Yoxthemier, first 
employed in November, 1941, at around $300 monthly, received 
bonuses amounting to $11,000, after being there approximately six 
weeks, 

William S. Jack, president of the firm, had his salary boosted 
from $25,000 to $90,000, then took a $100,000 bonus for 1941,

Mr. Talmadge is not yet announced and likely will not announce 
until later, probably midsummer. 

He still is bejing-importuned to enter the race for the United 
States senate. Some of his friends feel that he could, picking out 
certain vulnerable points, make a successful race for that office, 
Indeed, some insist it would be easier than the race for Governor. 

In this the Governor does not concur. Assuredly he does not 
now concur. Certainly, with his voting support more or less con- 
stant, he will feel that the splitting of his 6pposition vote by the 
two candidates, no matter whether it be split two-thirds and one- 
third, will be all that he needs to go into office for four years 
without undue effort. 

The gentleman from Columbus, having passed the gray Azores 
of doubt, will decide Mr. Talmadge. 

There are those among his aides, however, who will insist this 
should mean more than ever that he should enter the race for the 
United States senate.

As this is written, newspaper headlines reveal a picture that will 
mystify historians in years to come. 

The picture shows what free men are doing to protect their homes 
and their liberty from savage enemies who are almost at their gates. 

Draft boards are advised not to accept too many farm workers, 
since there is a threatened shortage of farm labor: men of little 
skill are leaving farms to get high wages in town: in some sections, 
ar@ “‘on relief” because WPA pays them more than 
can; there is a threatened food shortage; machines in 
weapon factories are idle half of the time because few men wil 
work on the second shift and fewer still on the third: a trained 
mechanic is refused a job because he has no money to pay the fee 
demanded by a union; an industrialist admits that his company 
makes ungodly profits on war orders; labor bosses workers 
should demand more pay to keep their employers from making such 
great profits; the national debt limit is raised to 125 billion, and 
taxes will be doubled next vear. 

Examine the picture slowly and carefully to-get its full meaning. 
Does it make sense, or does it seem almost insane? 

Here is a nation, incredibly rich, unprepared to defend itself, 
yet forced to fight for its life. Here are men who love liberty and 
know that defeat will mean not only the end of all freedom, but 
invasion and a wild saturnalia of looting, burning, ravishing and 
wanton killing. 

Yet the nation remains unorganized and the people unharassed 
and untaught. 

Have we lost the ability to see and understand? 

What does it matter how much we suffer or endure for a year or 
two if in the end it makes us safe and free? And what does any gain 
or comfort or advantage matter if in the end we lose everything? 

We must win, and nothing else matters. 

Why draft men to fight, and leave others free to work where 
they will or not at all? Why burden most of us with new taxes in 
order to pay great profits and high wages to a few of us? Are we 
not all in the same boat, to live or die together? 

This is all-out war to the death. Our wealth is useless. for only 
metal and labor and skill can save us now. We can tax ourselves 
into bankruptcy and still get nowhere. 

We should draft every citizen, every machine, every dollar. 
There should be no profit on war work. Workers. like soldiers, 
should be sent where they are needed. Obstructionists should be 
shot. This is war—and we play it that way or go down.

tables, still it will be difficult to 
get them to eat their quotas un- 
less the vegetables are attractive- 
ly and appetizingly served. For as 
long as human nature remains the 
same, eye and taste appeal is like- 
ly to outweigh, to some extent at 
least, all coaxings and persuasions 
based on reasoning. 

Choosing vegetables by color 
may be a new idea, but it’s a good 
one, because the vitamin content 
of a vegetable has to do with its 
color, or to be more exact, the 
color indicates the presence and 
the richness of the vitamins in 
the vegetable. A good rule to fol- 
low is: Eat one green, leafy vege- 
table, one yellow, and one other, 
each day. Following this rule you 
wont go wrong, unless, and this 
is a big UNLESS, you spoil the 
vegetables by careless cooking. 
Carelessness and overcooking not 
impairs the vitamin values 
but spoils the taste of many vecge-

cause of our presen. shortage of 
synthetic rubber.” 

Furthermore, he asserted, Stand- | 
ard had estimated that synthetic 
rubber could be produced by its 
processes at a cost below the price 
of natural rubber. 

Only Department of Justice ac- 
tion which resulted yesterday in a 
consent decree and payment of 
fines, Arnold said, succeeded in 
making available to the Amer!- 
can government and _ industries 
patents for the synthetic rubber, 
synthetic gasoline and _  varicus 
other chemicals as well as the 
“know-how” of ‘their application. 

Wor’t Happen Again. 

As a result of that action, Ar- 
nold expressed the opinion that “‘in 
the future, with some supervision | 
by an active antitrust division, this | 
sort of thing isn’t going to happen | 
again.” 

He estimated that Standard Oil’s 
loss of its control over the pa.en 
involved would cost the company 
$5.000.000 to $10,000,000, which he 
said “justifies the comparatively 
small fines.” 

The antitrust chief told the com- 
mittee the case against Standard 
Oil was only “a dramatic illustra- 
tion” of “the larger story.” 

“There is.” he declared, “essen- 
tial.y no difference between what 
the Standard Oil of New Jersey 
has done in this case and what 
other’ companies did in restricting 
the production of magnesium, alu- 
- minum, tungsten carbide, drugs, 

dvestuffs and a variety of other 
critical materials for the war.” 

He called cartel arrangements 
between American and foreign 
firms “the very center of our fail- 
ure to provide basic materials.” 

Were After Control. 

“These (synthetic rubber) ar- 
rangements,” Arnold said, ‘were 
not entered into with any desire 
to aid or assist Germany. The sole. 
motive was an attempt on the part | 
of Standard Oil to get a protected 
market and to eliminate independ- 
ent competition, and finally to re- 
strict production in world markets 
in order to maintain that control.” 

Arnold said an agreement on 
exchange of patents and division | 
of world markets was entered into 
between Standard Oil and Il. G.. 
Farben in 1929 and revised in Sep- 
tember of 1939, after which it was 
adhered to by the American com- 
pany even though the Germans did 
not reciprocate. 

“At the direction of the German 
interests,” Arnold testified, “Stand- 
ard Oil refused to license inde- 
pendent producers in the United 
States for the production of syn- 
thetic rubber. 

“It turned over all its discov- 
eries to Germany even though |

“Then Standard developed syn- 
thetic rubber in this country that 
was cheaper and more plentiful 
than Germany had?” Hugh A. Ful- 
ton, counsel for the investigating 
committee asked. 

“That’s right,” Arnold replied. 

“And turned it over to Ger- 
many?” Fulton inquired.
